THE BRITISH OFFICIAL AND THE 
PUBLIC. 
The following extract fa talon from Mr 
F, A. Swettenham’s paper on Malaya, read 
before the Royal Colonia! Institute :— 


In conclusion, 1 wish to say one word 
about the Furopean and the monnor in which 
he should be treated by Guvernmeat officers 
in ordor that he alsé may share in the ad- 
‘vantages that can be gained by risking his 
life and fortune in a pow couctry, I have 
hoard Europeans, especially Frenchmen and 
Germans, say that they would rather live io 
a British Colony then in one governed by 
offloiels of thelr own nationality, They give 
many good reasons for the view they hold, 
aud it is only neconsary to mention here one 
of them—it is the general statement that 
British officials are more got-ot-able, more 
practical, more eympathetic, and more busi- 
heea-like than either Freach or German 
Colonial officers, In apite of that indepen- 
dent testimony —ow tls currectness of which 
Loan hardly with propriety offer an opinion 
—I think that the Kuglish ofiicial bas some- 
thing to learn in bia treatment of men of bis 
own colour who approach bin in bie official 
capacity. Io Malaya so much has been done 
by Orientals, that the achievemenia of the 
white mon luk vory sali indeed, Roughly 
speakiog, the Chinaman bas supplied the re- 
yeuucs, and the Goyeromeat, under tha 
direction of British ctticers, bas laid the 
money out aod made the country what 
itie, Of private European enterprise, ¢x- 
copt in planting aud a tew mines, there hos 
been practically none. 1 think there woald 
have beso more if more encouragement had 
beod offered, but some Brith officials ap- 
pear to acquire, in the course uf their service, 
i habit of luvkiag wilh suspicion on all their 
uwa countrymen who have any vfficiul deul- 
ings with them, 1b avetns, retiutikable that 
it should -by sv, but. almost auyune oan bear 
out my stutement, und 1 thisk everyone who 
has influence should use it to discourage at 
attivude which, it assumed by @ senior ofli- 
cer, “will very soon be imitated by tus 
juniora, Lhave never besn able to sympa- 
tise with thie framo of mind myeclf, ba- 
cause Lhave, Lam glad tosuy, in o some 
what long experieuce, never aceon anything to 
justify it. 1tehould be their objeat to an- 
couraga every legitimate enturpriso for the 
advancement of the couatry aud the profit 
and prosperity of those who dwell therein. 
I trust I sholl not be misunderstood as 
advounling extravagance or ourelesaness for 
the intorests entrusted to us; but between 
due caution and reetrictious which make 
profitable enterprise almost impossible, there 
appears to me to lie the whole art of success- 
tul goveroment. Thw climate of the Maloy 
Peninsula, especially to those who must go 
ut of their houses and work in it, is not by 
any means @ good ove for Enropeans, It is 
het, damp, and cnervating ; full of maluria, 
and those who hive there are: ounstantly-ex- 
posed to all the diseoses common ta the 
tropics, . With proper care, of course, must 
of the risk may ba avoided, but careful pre- 
caution isa necessity. 

Now, with these attractions on the ona 
hand and Afrisa on the other, iz it likely 
that any rich, able, energetic Hoglishwan 
will hurry to the Mulay Peninsula to invest 
his capital and devote bis euurgivs to o hie 
in that distant aad unknown region? Lf, 
however, be docs go there, if he is Willing ww 
take all the riska, what do you suppose it is 
for? Not, 1 imagine, in order that he may 
Jose his health and bis monzy in aome fruit- 
lesa attempt to achieve the impossible, nor 
yet that be may, dy toiling for the rest of 
nis life, seoure a return of five or six per 
Veont. on bis money. He pore to what is 
called ‘make bis fortuao, ond E greatly 
regret that though avery Colony in Austra- 
ha, thoagh South Atnea, America, ood 
numbers ui other cauntries huve produced 
thousands of wealthy men to be the best, 
form of adverticewont of the advantages 
offered, the Mulay Peninsula has, hitherto, 
dono little more tor European investors than 
absorb their money, It ia a curious fact 
tbat, co tar as L- know, Crowa Colouies 
hardly ever produce really rich Celusists, 
while tke constitutionally governed Colonics 
oan tell them by hundreds and thousands, 
Lheheve the reisoa 16 tbat io Crowa Cv- 
lonies there ie a norrowneas and want ot 
liberality in the treatment of bond fide com- 
mercial undertakings, Lbat makes 1) inpub- 


sible tu obluin much aucocus, and in conae-' 


quence the capital, the energy, aud. the 
braius go elaewhere. 

‘Che Chinuman, oa unit of taxation, is 
almost’ woapprochable ; dat tio “pin1wg 
speauliy appeals wo his gambling instinots, 
and, woen it fails, ho docs uot bevome a 
trader, he simply goes away to mine else= 
where, oF find some other euterprise which 
ovntaias the elements of risk aod possible 
gaic, ‘The trade which oftea suggesta itevlt 
ie burglary.
